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ABSTRACT 

This report evaluates the program of the South 
Carolina State Libraries against a pattern of goals aimed at 
achieving public and institutional service during 1972-1973, Separate 
evaluations are presented for the following projects: general 
administration, library interpretation, technical services, field 
services, library internships, scholarships, workshops. County 
Library, "Catch-Op," disadvantaged. County library Upgrade, staff 
assistance, book collection, exceptional children, adults with 
special problems, service to the blind and physically handicapped, 
browsing collections for the blind and handicapped, communication 
network, intercommunications, area reference, resource centers, 
microfilm catalog and she3flist, and interlibrary loan network. The 
major part of the report deals with the impact cf the termination of 
Library Services and Construction Act funding, (CH)

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On thm othor hand lh« thr0atta#di tttrmlMtloo ot th« £«d«ral program hao 
raduc#d the Stau JLlbrary'a cradlbillty with th# pubUc libraries of thm state. 
WUhoat Che aeearance ol federal fuadlog It will be Impoeelble to go ahead with 
the more Inaovatlve aad experlmeakal propoeaU in the five-year plan. The 
public llbrarlee are latereete^l but unwllliag to venture iato aew areae lovolvlog 
addltiooal pereoooel aad matejri:?\jle without firm aeeuraoce of a contlauatloa of 
grant fundi to aid euch programs* A major caeualtf was the development of 
thf Area Reference Resource 'Centers* The Center already in operation In 
OreenvlUe had demonscrated the benefits of the project* The other two Ceatere 
to be developed in Florence and Charle@^on are postponed indefinitely. 

The program which had che most general Impact on all public library de^ 
vslopmem In the state were the projects for the urban and rural Disadvantaged* 
Although grant funds for these programs had been of short duratlonn the impact 
on the county and local communUy was tremendousr Before the projects \vere 
Initiated few Ubrarlee were aware of the unmet library neede among the dlead* 
vantaged* After a year and a half of project participation^ librarians were con* 
vtaced of the library's responsibilities In thAs area and were so enthusiastic 
about the projects that they will be continued With local funds on a slightly re* 
duced basis* Equally satisfying has been the development of Institutional library 
service throughout the state* This too Is a relatively new prograr^ but by the 
end of the year all of the large Institutions had employed professional librarians^ 
all of the smaller residential schools and mental Institutions had employed prrn^ 
professional librarians and the smallest Institutions were contracting with the 
local library and sometimes with the local library and the State Library for 
special! iced services* Not only has the library personnel In the Inetltutions im» 
proved but also the housing of the institutional library* The State Library*e 
role has been to demonstrate the need and the benefits llbirary service for 
inn^ates and patiente; on the basis of this demonetratloiw institutional admlnie« ^ 
trators have been more and more willing to put Institutional funde Into provUllng 
the service and facilltlee needed* 

With the approval of construction grants for the Marlon County Library and 
for the Fairfield County Library* construction funde were exhausted* This did 
not mean the end of new library building construction^ however, ae many com* 
munitlee and countlee were able to secure Revenue Sharing funds and local fundo 
to initiate new bulidlng projecte. Where the State Llbriv^ry had scrutinl;eed each 
application carefully to make sure that the construction project was warx^anted ^ 
by need and that the library eystem could provide service of a good level from 
the new facility* under Revenue Sharing ihere were no each safeguards* A\t the 
beginning of the Revenne Sharing allocation* at leaet one architectural Hrm 
wrote the Governor urging thitt he require local commuc^itiee receiving; Revc^nue 
Sharing fundls for library construction to meat the same i^equlraments that tho 
State Library bad made of libraic^^ft receiving LSCA consi!;|ructlon grants* With- 
out some strong guideiinee In the use of Revenue Sharing ipr library building 




conttrucUoAt library bulldinga mora oX a liability thaa an aaaat to tha com* 
muaity ara likaly to ba conatructad* Over $576»000 In Ravanua Sharing laoda 
hava alraady baao allocatad for library building cooatructlon. Soma $318,612 
hava baan allocatad tor library tarvlcaa or £or tha purchaaa of naw bookmo* 
bllaa. 

In conclaalonf thia yaar'a program haa baan axtramaly dliiicaltp vary 
rewarding, and moat raaaauring. Wo faal that tha atata haa andortad ttata* 
wida library aarvica, that Ubrarlaoa ara now convincad bl both tha naad and 
/aaalbUUy of providing aarvlca to tha disadvantagad and that tha Inatltutlooal 
library haa bacoma a part of tha total program of tha individual InatUutioa* 
Tha Siata Library haa itaalf baan atrangthanad through tha axarciaa of muacla 
and brain. Ita mind haa baan atratchad and Ita horisona wldenad and though 
It will ba a long tima bafora tha dicaaiar of Fabraary 1973 It forgotten, tha 
wounda ara beginning to heel though parmaoant scare remain. 
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LIBRARY SERVICES AT SOUTH CAROLINA CONVALESCENT CENTER FOR CRIPPLED CHILDREN 

1972-73

This will not be a report filled with a lot of figures and statistics but 
my experiences with books and children during the past year. 

W\en I first took over the work from Mrs. Van Hook, I would worry a lot 
about the children and their illness. Then I learned by observation that they 
are being helped so much that I could soon see how they improved. 

In two weeks time, one child that had been shy would become interested in 
a book. One young girl I remember from last summer wouldn't say anything and 
didn't want any books at first. Soon I found she was a good reader (she was 
in her teens); so I would let her read aloud to the younger children. I could 
soon see that this appealed to her and she began checking out books. 

Another afternoon a young boy who was not feeling well wasn't interested 
in any books. So the next time I visited the wards, I picked out some books 
I thought he might like and he did take one. Later he became very interested 
in reading. 

During the time of the Vacation Reading Club last summer, the children 
enjoyed reading and getting their books stamped in their folder. They were 
especially proud of their certificates. As the children are in and out of 
the Center, some are only there a few weeks while in casts and recovering from 
operations and other illnesses .We would mail them their certificates if they 
left before I came back for a visit. 

When the weather permits the boys and girls go outside; so I take my boolc 
cart to them, read and tell a story, and they check out books. I visit the 
wards where there are some not able to go out. 

I remember one time Mrs. Asman said the library had been most helpful 
the night before when a little girl, a new arrival, was homesick. So she took 
her to the library and helped her select several books. 

Another incident that made me feel it was all worth while happened one 
afternoon when I visited with one of the school teachers in her classroom. 
One of her students (a boy of nine) wasn't feeling at all well; so I asked her 
if she wanted me to read them a story. I told all the students to put their 
heads on their arms on the table in front of them and to be very quiet while 
I read several poems and a short story. This seemed to calm then quiet them. 



You can see that one never knows just what might be needed. So I try to 
fit the books and storytime to suit their life there. 
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Sometime I would feel as if I wasn't accomplishing anything; then the next 
time the response would be very rewarding. Mrs. Asman and I were talking the 
other day and she said not to get discouraged as it takes time. She said she 
felt the library was very beneficial and was a much needod part of their edu- 
cation and it was good to expose them to books. 

During the Christmas holidays Don Conway, who is a college ^student , cre- 
ated some very colorful figures from the nursery tales and some characters 
from some books so that we could put some new decorations on the walls. He 
also painted four posters showing scenes of the Seasons, I will use these on 
the door entering the library. Before this, it had justbeen a blank door; now 
the children know that this is the library. When the children would come to 
the library, they enjoyed guessing what nursery rhymes each of the animals 
came from and what book. As the same children will not be here very long, it 
will remain of interest for some time. 

During the visits to the home I visited the wards to see the children who 
couldn't come to the library, sometime reading them a story and sometimes taking 
filmstrips and books for a story hour. I also enjoyed having the ones who 
could walk come to the library. 

During the first visit this past May I met the girls out under the trees. 
We had lots of fun with books at one of the picnic tables. I read three short 
books and it was a good time as some of the children wanted to go outside but 
some were not supposed bo be too active. They were pretty still while I was 
reading. We were outside for an hour then came in to the libraryvhere books 
were checked out. 

Now that the year is over I am more at ease. I feel that the library has 
been a help to the children in many ways. Not only does it encourage them in 
their school work, but it also gives them a new interest in books and an op- 
portunity to take part in a group performance. I am so glad that I have had 
this opportunity >dth the children at the Convalescent Center.

Th# Tttclmicml Services Proit^t contiiciiied to *id la building tbe Sutt 
Library* i collection of books aiid meteriale to the point that It c;mn adequately 
eerve ae a reeoorcf center for all librariee In the iState. It controls the 
eelectlona, acquieition, and proceaetng o£ all nniateriala and booke used at the 
State level. Becauee uo federal funds were availb^ble for vMaferials grants to 
public libraries, supervision and revie^v qf purchase of materials and books 
made at the local level were limited to those li6>raries under supervised State 
Aid. Reduction of this function compensated for etak7 lossee incurred diiriihg 
the fiscal crisis, thus permitting internal emotivities to continus at fairly normal 
levels. 

With less money andUg^car coets, somswhat fswer books and periodicals 
v^ere added than in the preceding year.

Tho Gonoral AUminiatration Projoct wat carriad on aa projoctad in 
•pite of tavara handicapa* Servica to tha Dlaadvantagad, tho chief new 
amphaaia of the program* v^as completely aucceaaful up to tha paint which 
federal funda ceaaed. Tha planning function v.aa disrupted by traumatic 
policy changea and fiacal crisea precipitated by the national Adminiatration* 
From February through June energies of the staff were diverted fvom normal 
activities by an Intense urive to obtain State funda to under>K^rite programs 
previously financed by LSCA. The neceaaity of prolonged campaigning for 
funds caused other legislative efforts to be neglected. Staff morale was badly 
shaken by uncertainties about future developmentSt resulting in ten resignations 
in a five month period. Since few of the reaulting vacanciea were filled during 
the fiacal year, the remaining peraonnel had to exert great effort to continue 
aervice at the usual level. Loss of confidence on the part of librarians, trustees, 
and patrona created a problem of credibility that will have to overcome in the 
future. 

Viciaaitudea not v^ithatanding, the State Library carried on. All easential 
functions - recorda, accounting, reporting, c% al « cOntinuedi and State and 
Federal requirements v^ere met.

Since 1962 the Library interpretation Project hae supported the South 
Carolina library program* It hae Increased public uoderttandlng oi the 
library program and the eervicee provided, promoted use of the library by 
Individuals and groups in the communlty» and helped win official support 
for library programs- financial and other^iirlse* Th<d success and the value 
of the Library Interpretation Project was conclusively demonstrated In the 
spring of 1973* At that time the program of the State Library i^s well ae 
the services of public ^nd Inetitutional libraries in the state faced drastic 
cuts as a result of planned termination of federal grant programs* The 
public awareneee of libraries and the value of library services previously 
develfijped proved the means of saving the library programs* Further, the 
Library Interpretation Project was utllUed at the time to pinpoint the neces* 
sity for action* It helped rally librarians, trustees, and patrons for a legis* 
latlve campaign which resulted in funding of essential State Library progreme 
and an Increase In State Aid for public libraries* 

The Library Interpretation Project ie conducted by a firm of public re* 
lations specialists under the supervision of the State Library* Releases for 
statewide dictribution were prepared on all major programs and special pro* 
Jecte, utilising all available means of publicity* Public relations materials 
and programs were developed* Some of the programs for which the project 
provided support In 1972*73 Included the long range state program. State Aid, 
the Southeastern Cooperative Library Survey, ERIC, Revenue Sharing, Ser* 
vice to the Dleadvantaged, the Morehead Project (Adult Basic Education;, 
workshops, the American Patriot Reading Club» and features for the News* 
letter on such topics as new buildings, projects, and people*

The Commualcatloa Network luactioaed ae pteoaed. The TWX loetel- 
letioos llaklog the State Library with the three Area Reference Reeource 
Ceotere and the ma)or etate utalvereity made poee&ble a referral eyetem 
that speeded up laterllbrary loan service throughout the etate. It etrength« 
eaed service by making possible a rapid check of holdings In the Columbia 
area, decreasing time required for transactions* and enabling ARRC^i to 
determine out-of*- state locations for materials not avallabLe In South Caro* 
Una. It enabled the State Library to send out-of-state requests rapidly. 
This has been of especial value in serving state agencies and local olflcials 
needing immediate information such as reports or Journal articles on govern- 
fjcient activities In other stotss. 

The possibility of tying Wlnthrop University into the TWX system wae 
lavestlgated» but UaiversUy officials decided it was not feasible at thle time 
because of the heavy use of Wlnthrop's Telex for bullneec and research 
programs* 

The weakest aspect of the project has been college library use. Insti- 
tutions within the Immediate area of the ARRC*s are using the service* 
Those located far enough away to necessitate a long distance telephone cal^ 
to the ARRC still prefer to use the ALA inter library loan request form* 

Over all. however, the project is deemed worthwhile* Use increased 
during 1972<»73. with 665 transmissions compared to 339 this preceding year*

The Intercommunications Project hae provided a valuable medium for 
the ejcc)iange of Information among South Carolina Ubrarlee. **Newt for South 
Carolina Librarians" is now uiotrlbuted to some 6S0 public, ^ oilege, special. 
Institutional and TEC center libraries as ^ell as librar/ truetees, officials, 
and state library agencies. The monthly newaletter carries news of develop* 
mente throughout the etate and nation from ail types of libraries. By making 
librarians av;are of the activities of other libraries it has fostered better 
understanding and cooperation. Its practical value was demonetrated this year 
in disseminating information about Federal and State funding and rallying 
support for the legislative campaign. Illuetrated feature articles concerning 
library programs for tfie dic^ac?vantaged appeared in the heweletter lor the 
first time this year. On other occasions, tho illustrated feature page 
^"overed new library buildings constructed in the state >vlthin the past year.

The reaulta were Imminently aatiafactory. the acrvtcij 
being well received by buaineaemen and use eacalating at a rate that far 
exceeded expectations. 

Ravtewlng the LSCA program in January. It became obvioua that th* 
ARRC project would have to be curUilad because of the reduction in fedelriiil 
funda. It had not bean poesible to fund the materials grants undar tha M*tro- 
poliUn Librariaa project. Now librarlnna of the Charleaton and Florence 
ARRC'a A/era informatd that tht* offer of salary grants for Regional Reference 
Librariana axiuat be <^'ithdrawn for 1972-73. Bacause of the reductlon in the 
program, the State Library's Consultant for Title IH programa raalgned tO ' 
take other employment. 

In May, believing LSCA to be an end. the State Library informed 
GreenviUa that the i^RRC project would end on June 30th. Efforta wOfa 
made to obtain financial support from participating librariaa on a prorated 
basis. Four counties bad agreed when the refusal of a major county de- 
feated the attempt. The Regional Reference Librarian accepted a poaition 
on the rafarence staff of the Qreenvilla County Library and th« ARRC pro- 
gram w»a reduced to minimal operations at the end of June. More than 
any other development, the dlarupUon of the ARRC program haa dticredlted 
LSCA in Soutti Carolina and coat ^e SUte Library cradlblllty with both 
tibrarUaii and the public. 

^pon learning of the poaalblliiy W the restoration of LSCA fundjl^ the 
Graetivitta Regional Rafarence Librarian has ag read to reauma her duiiea 
aa^has davaio^ed a projection for an axpandad program. As soon as fundiag 
la avallabl«> the Graenvllle ARRC program will raaume and hapaMly expand 
during m9>74. -

A welUdeveloped publicity prograin encd^iiirage^ yqiiilifie^ jlU^Or jitid 
sonior college etufiants throughout the ^tate aM also 6Ut* of •Estate to apply 
for the program. During the summer of 1972» seventeen young people 
participated In the program. Sixteen young peo|il^ were employed by • ' 
fifteen county and regional library systtois and jbine youttjg person wis 
employed by the Ho rfer I^bri^ry at uiaSta^ - . * > 

Each library subnoitted an outline of the art^jse of Jlib?a>fy aei^ce, • 
in which the young person would work and plaj^ for pttbUciatxig tite pi^i^gl^Mii 
locally. The duties of the yo4ng people were at a pre«professlonal level 
and took place under the supervision of a «irofessionai librarian. 

A highlight of the sunmier program ./as the meeting held at the State 
Library during August when Librarians and Library Intersis gathered to 
discuss and evaluate their experience. Of the sevente#n young people who v; 
participated^ eight Indicated that they were Interosted in going on to graduate 
library school. One of tiiese had applied to and been accepted by a graduate 
library school for the fall term. The other young people indicated that the 
experience was valuable to tiiemand diat If they did not become prikcticing 
librarians they would b^ more knowledgeable library patrosis. Th« expe- 
rience of Miss JacquoUne Connolly at the Horger Library of &e State 
Hospital resulted In Ler authorship of an article on the subject which was 
published in the Spring 1973 Issue of the Southeastern Librarian / 

The sero funding for LSCA programs by President Nixon in the 
Spring of 1973 for ti&e FY 1973*74 budget resulted in the termination of 
this program. 

Although the current trend Indicating larger numbers of young people 
entering the library profession would seem to diminish the Importance of 
itdB type of program/^I^^Si^t and recruit ^e exceptionally well quaiifia4 
young person continues.

Tbi« project supporti Goal II A <3) by contributiog to tho improvomont 
of total library •ervlco through provision for continuing aducatlon foir staff at 
all lovsl8« Tha project offers training opportunities for professional and noa» 
profeseiohal staff as well as trustees through attendance at workshops^ regularly 
scheduled courses in llbrarlanship, and profeeslpnal meotings« All county and 
regional libraries are eligible to apply for the soliolarshlp grants offered each 
aunuuer to non*prof^sslonal staff* As soon as the lAformatlon Is avallable» all 
libribiries are sent a listing of undergraduate courses in librarianshlp offered by 
the accredited colleges and universities of the state* In addition^ information 
received by the State Library about workshops or training sessions for professional 
personnel Is sent to libraries and librarians who may best proJftP'from such 
workshops* 

Duirlng the summer of 1972» scholarships from FY 1972«73 funds were 
granted to four non^professional librarians from four county and regional li« 
braries to attend workshops at Lander College* Wlftthrop College, or the 
University of South Carolina* Subject areas covered io ^^uded. selection of books 
for children, children's literature, and use of audio*' materials* 

Five professional staff members including four aty Ubv^ry systems 

and one from the State Library received scholarship am il grants to attend 
Workshops,, Three people attended the Workshop on Platw Rural l4brliry Sa?«' 
vice held at the University of Wisconsin; one person attended the Workshop 
Reaching tibe Adult at Ferris State College in Big Rapids* Mlchigai^: and one 
person attended the Executive Development Program sponsored by Miami 
U^ivisrsity of Ohio at Oxford, Ohio* All of Uieee participants indlcatSNd, that the 
courses knd workshops offered excellent opportunities for learning new tedutlques' 
and develiH^^iV ideas (or improving library service both at the administrative 
level and m the ai^ea of service to patrons* 

All of the workshops attended by professional librarians were located out«» 
side of the Southeast which afforded additional opportunities for exc&iKnge of ideas 
and points oif view for all participants* 

All scholarship and travel grant programs for the sumsner of 1973 were 
cancelled because of sero funding of LSCA by the Nixon budget for 1973«74« The 
information concerning regularly scheduled courses in llbrarlanshlp was dis- 
tributed to all county and regional libraries which were encouraged to provide 
scholarships for their own staff with local funds* We know of one library which 
granted scholarships to two staff memibers for the summer of 1973«

Th9 County Librrry Doxr onttrntlon projoct nupporta Goal U D (3) 
In nstiflting aowly unlfiod county library •yctema to davolop adaquata 
lavaU of sarvlca and finaaolal support* Tha first stop in aach projact 
was to gain tha cooparatloa ot all tax supportad public librarias and 
organiaa tham into a slngla tyttam, 

1972«»73 was tha final yaar ol tha threa«yaar domonstration pro« 
gram tor Marion County daring which thraa afqMirata librarioi Joinad to* 
gathar to form ooa oystam* Tha Fiald Sarvica Librarian workad cloaaly 
with tha local librarian mmA library board throughout tha final yaar toward 
up-grading local support so that sarvica could contlnua at tha sama laval 
at tha closa of tha Damonstratlon pariod. Particular amphasis was givan 
to axtanding bookmoblla ssrvica* aspaclally to tha rural disadvantagad* 
In addition, a building program was baguo which will axpand tha haadquar* 
tars library. Whila axact figuras for numbara of paopla raachad ara not 
availabla, total book circulation for tha final yaar of tha Damonstratlon 
pariod Incraasad by 72%» 

1972-73 was tha sacond yaar of tha Karahaw County Damonstratlon 
projact. This was tha first fuil yaar during which tha library systam 
utilisad tha sarvlcas of a profassional librarian* Major amphasis through* 
out tha yaar was on tha library^s building program. Construction of tha 
haadquarters building was complatad in May and tha coUactlons of tha old 
county library systam and tha Camden City Library hava now baan comblnad 
In tha spacious naw building. Approximately 3000 patrons hava either ra« 
glstared or re«reglstarad during the year; the systam qualified for '^catch*up*^ 
and Periodical grants} and all projects were publicized locally. When It 
appeared that no LSCA funds wohld be available to continue the project for 
the third and final year/ the library board was able to gain support from 
local tax monies to guarantee service at the same level for the coming year. 

Unification of each of these county systems was the culmination of 
years of effort and each can be considered highly successful^ All 46 counties 
now hava unified library systems. Upon the completion of rhe Kershaw pro* 
jact In 197$»74» the County Library Project will end.

cablnete The remainder ol the grant waa. used to purchase books selected froth 
standard souri^as for a total expenditure of $2S00. 

This project uas especially valuable since it allowed Une library to meek 
spedtflc needs.

Projecfci continued aa described in the first year with few changea« The 
two Model Cities county libraries had outgoing projects In the Model Cities 
neighborhoods* In Spartanburgp a reading rooai was opened lo another loca* 
tlon and was operated In connection with the Right to Read Project also con* 
ducted by the county library. A community coordinator was employed to 
coordinate both projects. The Day Care Activity In Aiken a?as discontinued 
because of a change In administration In the Day Care facility and replaced 
with a reading room In a Planned Parenthood Canter between Aiken and North 
Augusta* The Greenville County Project underwent minor changes with more 
emphasis on activities for disadvantaged children in the Main Library and on 
one neighborhood center rather than the three described previously. 

Librarians estimate that more than 6S» 000 Individuals have been reached 
by this project. Its success Is beet Indicated by the fact that each of tha nine 
libraries plans to continue and espand outreach work with local funds another 
year» They have saan the need and they feel a responsibility for providing 
thftse services.

One library qualified at the final moment for a Count/ Library Upgrade 
gvant to become the only one in the state to participate in thte^ project. The 
project v^as designed vi/ith three libraries in mlnd» and much ground vt^ork 
was done during the year \Uth the qualifying library and one other. The Dillon 
County Library, with a high percentage of disadvantaged population^ v^as able 
to employ a professional librarian for the first time in June. With the help of 
the ^ield s&aff of the State Library, she will re«organise the County Library in 
such a way that it can undertake its responsibility of providing service to all of 
Its population. The salary of the librarian v^iU be assumed by the county library 
In the new fiscal year. 

A great deal of time vas spent with Clarendon County but it was not 
possible to establish the c ounty library headquarters there as had been 
anticipated.

Project VI»A(4): Adults v^lth Special Problema eupporte Goal III G. 

One segment of the population that thie project reaches ie those addicted 
to alcohol or drugs. Since 1969 the alcoholic centers of the Department of 
Vocational Rehabilitation have participated in thia program that provides the 
residents with papexbound booka of high reading interest. In 1972-1973 the 
Addictions Center of the Department of Mental Health also participated in this 
project. 

The purpose of the project in the addiction centers Is to determine the 
best method of providing them with library services. The three centers have a 
combined capacity of 130 residents. Their ofay is too short for outside contrac* 
tual services, such as a bookmobile stop by the local county library, to be effec* 
tive. It is believed that having books readily available to the residents is very 
important. To this end» the centers have been provided vfith paperback books of 
high reading interest. These collections* selected by the SUte Library's Consul* 
tantt Special Programs* have been supplemented ^^ith each succeeding year's 
program. 

This project has been very successful in reaching those institutionalieed. 
Reading has proven to be very popular ^^ith all age groups and estimates are that 
aboul sixty percent to seventy percent of the residents are using the materials 
for group discussion^s in their therapy sessions. 

A second segment of the population that this project reaches is the adult 
offender in the pre-release centers of the South Carolina Department of Correc* 
ticns. It is more difficult to assess the effects of library services on the res* 
idents of these centers, ^^ho are all about to be released. They spend their last 
six months or so in these centers, which are close to the area they v^^^ish to reside 
in upon release. They hold jobs during the da^y and return to the centers in the 
evening. The centers are part of a re-socialiaation process which v^iU prepare 
the residents for release. 

The role of the library is totally different than that in the alcoholic centers. 
Since the men are about to return to their communities, it is important that they 
be aware of the services that a local public library provides. Therefore agree* 
ments have been made between tv/o county libraries and the pre*reloase 
centers in their area« The Greenville County Library serves the men of the 
Blue Ridge Pre-Release Center; Spartanburg County Library serves the men at 
the Piedmont Pre*Reiease Center. 



The men are informed of the library in their orientation to the centers and 
re encouraged to avail themselves of its services. The centers agreed to provide

Dear Mr. Johnson, 

I would like to transmit some information to you regarding the place- 
ment and use of the nearly two hundred paperback books which your facility 
supplied to us recently. These publications have proven to be a considerable 
asset to our fifty-six inpatient residents here at the South Carolina Alcohol 
and Drug Addictions Center. As you may know we have quite an active program 
which involved numerous activities each day ranging from group therapy on one 
hand to outdoor recreational therapy on the other. These forms of therapy 
have been well supplemented with reading material, primarily drawn from the 
novels and publications which you supplied to us. The Office of Training does 
have the primary responsibility of the library here at the facility and this 
responsibility keeps me cognizant of the use of reading materials within the 
facility. A significant number of the administrative personnel here at the 
Addictions Center have commented on the wide range use to which the residents 
appear to be putting this material. Several of us have noted even a number of 
titles being read by a number of different residents. 

We initially distributed some one hundred of the books among the four 
wards here at the Addictions Center. This gave us an initial distribution of 
twenty-five books per ward since we have four wards. We deliberately chose to 
distribute a smaller number in order to better monitor the use of this material. 
We also wish to see what the '*walk off" number would be. We discovered that the 
amount of use was quite high and the walk off number was quite low on this first 
distribution. Some six weeks later we then distributed the remaining one hundred 
books in a similar fashion on a twenty-five book per ward basis. Placement on 
wards actually took place in a reading center area consisting of a three shelf 
cabinet placed directly adjacent to lounge and table areas on each ward. This 
placement seems to have been quite adequate to meet the need of placement and 
distribution. Most of the residents were quite good at returning the novels to 
the original cabinet area for additional use by other residents. 
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We feel that there were a number of reasons for the wide spread use 
of this material. Some of the more significant reasons were the visible 
identification reading area on each ward, the great range of topics presented, 
and distribution of the topics particularly of interest to both adults and 
young people. It should be noted that many of the titles were quite con- 
temporary in nature. These novels as you would expect received great distri- 
bution. Some of the remaining novels were updated versions of more "classical 
material" and these pubilcations also received relatively wide spread coverage. 

As you may know we are anticipating moving into our larger one hundred 
eighty-six bed facility in January of 1974. On or before that time we do plan 
to add a full-time librarian whose primary responsibility will be the acquisi- 
tion and circulation of a large number of resident and professional reading 
materials. It is certainly our hope here at the Addictions Center that our 
association with your agency will continue to be a reciprocal one. We would 
like to again qualify for a paperback distribution system similar to this one 
so that the residents may have the advantage of good reading material even 
before we move into our larger Center. I am most interested in maintaining 
contact with you and possibly receiving consulting services with regard to 
setting up and stocking our library in the new Center. We certainly do 
appreciate the receipt of and use of these reading materials. They have been 
of great value to the residents during their stay. 

If we may be of any further service please feel free to call upon us in 
any way.
